HUGH DAVIES 


Hugh Davies' ecckectic musical career has encom- 
passed composition, performance, «nstrument - 
design and innovations, and ekectrontc music. He 
has been extremely active in both Europe and Noxrth 
America, primarily in performances featuring his 
Anstruments and composr tions. 


Davies was a member of Such groups as Music 
Improvization Company, Naked Software and Gentle 
Fine, but now focuses his activities in solo 
endeavours featuring his instruments, both solo and 
ensemble works. His concert instruments are used 
An diverse contexts: free collective «amprovazation, 
Antenpretation of contemporary scones, ensembles 
nequiring no precise instrumentation, and music 
theatre. In addition to concert instruments, Davies 
has been active inventing both sound sculptures and 
Sound toys. Nearky ak the concert instruments and 
hak of those designed for exhibits are ampltfied, 
by means of ertther contact or spectal purpose 
microphones. These microphones become in nealtty, 
extensions of the Anstryuments themselves. Because 
a number of the 4nstruments require more than one 
microphone, amplification 4s usually stereophonica 
on quadrophonic. 


In Davies!’ Lecture-demonstrations, he usuakly 
combines the performance of two compositions with 
a demonstration of those and other snstruments 
utihized, and a deseription of how he came to 
build his own instruments. Finally there is a 
discussion and open forum for the audience, giving 
opportunity to try the r«nstruments personally.
